“Millions In Chickens 


Western Farmers .F inating Poultry a 
Profitable Sideline 

“If you don't bave a crop, don’t 
worry—leave it to the poultry, they 
will pull you through. Farmers: in 
| Saskatchewan are now keeping more 
| than six million, head of poultry, whieh 
yield an annual revenue of about six 
and a half million dollars.” 

So says a western paper; and offi- 
elal farm reports would seem to sup- 
port the statements and the deduc- 
tions, In fact these figures were 
quoted at a recent convention of the 
Saskatchewan Agricultural Societies 
by R. K. Baker, Professor of Poultry 
Husbandry in an address advocating 
diversified farming. In the course af 
his remarks Prof. Baker urged. the 
keeping of poultry as a profitable side- 
line for the ‘average farmer. 

During the past two or three sea- 
sons, since grasshoppers began io 
worry the farmers in somé sections, 
the prairie provinces’ have made a 
very remarkable advance. in turkey 
raising. It is beginning to be quite 
generally understood that, eyen in dis- 
tricts where grasshoppers were the 
thickest, the farmer who kept a big 
bunch of turkeys was also able to 
produce a fairly good crop of grain, 
and these grasshopper-fed turkeys 
were said to be some of the largest 
brought to market. The Mammoth 
Bronze’ turkey is the favorite, and it 
seems to be both easier and more 
profitable to raise a big turkey than a 
little one.. To raise large turkeys one 
must have as breeders good big birds. 
The females are said to be at their 
best from two to five years old. Be- 
sides starting with mature stock as 
breeders, one has‘to give the young 
free range after the first two or three 
weeks, and the farther they range the 
faster they seem to grow, provided, of 
course, that they do not meet a coyote.
